Political Danger. 

A statement issued by the informa¬ 
tion department of the League to-day 
said: 

•‘We are getting father tired of 
hearing that Austria la on the brink 
of collapse. Hhe has been on the 
brink of collapse every few months 
for the last threfc years, and she may 
live a long time In that state. The 
danger is not really In financial col¬ 
lapse. but political troubles. 

"Thc dunger Is that a Government 
may come ip to power which Is not 
prepared to spend all Its time In 
propping up the rotten finance of 
Austria, and which may try to cut 
the knot by claiming to unite with 
Germany. If that happens Central 
Europe will l»e a melting pot. 

"The Allies must settle among 
themselves some kind of policy which 
will enable Austria to have a Gov¬ 
ernment strong enough to enforce 
economy ruthlessly. Until this is 
done Austria will draft nearer and 
nearer to Bolshevik conditions and 
closer to union with Germany. This 
combination will menace the whole 
equilibrium of Europe." .

Gouge Out the Hull. 

First make the hull, gouging out 
the pit with a common gouge. 
Shape It very carefully. Then test 
for the water line as nearly aa pos¬ 
sible. Having this Information, the 
slant of thr metal tube can be fcp* 
proxlmately determined. The upper 
end of the tube must bo above the 
water line, so thAt no water will enter 
the hull. It should be as short as 
possible In order that the rubber band 
can be made long enough to supply 
the proper power. 

Next lay out and cut to shape the 
tin propeller, punching a hole at the 
centre for the shaft. 

Determine the length of wire nec¬ 
essary for the shaft, then bend the 
rear end and aolder to the propeller 
as shown. Blip sn ordinary bead on 
the shaft. Insert the shaft In the 
tube, then bend the front end id form 
a small wire eye that will hold the 
rubber. 

Rubber Drives Best. 

A rubber band fastened to the end 
of the shaft and to a screw eye In the 
front of the boat provides the power 
to drive It. 

The •mall handle or crank makes It 
easy to wind the band, and the bead 
tends to relieve the friction. 

The boat may be left natural, or 
It may be painted. A nice coat of 
paint will add greatly to Its appear¬ 
ance. and will make It last longer. 
The water lina may be ehown by a 
paint of a different color.
